' The pleader for Maulvi Abdul Gofran did not press for eosts and in permitting the 
petitioner to withdraw the case, the Commissioners made no order as to costs of either 
party. We beg to recommend that neither party should get costs. A witness for the 
petitioner appeared and was awarled Rs. 11-7 as costs. The petitioner’s pleatler agreed 
. that this amount and four annas for transmission of the money, total Rs. 11-11, may be 

deducted from the amount deposited with Government as security. We recommend that 
this may be done, if there be no objection to this course being adopted, No bill was 
received from the Accountant, Bengal Seeretariat, for the costs of publications in the 
Caleutta Gazette. If these costs as also the fees and travelling allowances of the 
Commissioners are payable out of the amount in deposit, then these may be paid out of the
